REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen organized for the year 1945 with 
Walter P. Lewinski as Chairman, Leo A. Gosselin as Clerk, and 
: Walter W. Leblanc as Soldiers’ Relief Agent. 


STATE CENSUS. The census taken in 1945, according to 
official figures released by the office of the State Secretary, gives 
Bellingham a population of 3494 inhabitants, an increase of 518 over 
the Federal Census of 1940. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. The efficiency of the Police Depart- 
ment, under the supervision of Chief Euclide A. Fleuette, was greatly 
increased with the purchase of a so-called cruise car; and an impor- 
tant progressive step was taken with the installation of two-way radio 
communication as part of the Franklin intertown system. 


_ FIRE DEPARTMENT. The transfer of an old highway truck 
to the Fire Department and its conversion into a Forest Fire Truck 
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provides another valuable piece of fire apparatus for Chief Wasyl 
Kornicki and the volunteer fire department. The truck, stationed in 
Bellingham Center, is equipped .for the special purpose of fighting 
forest fires. f 


MUNICIPAL ATHLETIC FIELD. Under the supervision of 
David L. Tuttle, Paul Robidoux and Henry Guerin, the athletic field 
located near the High School was improved greatly, and with con- . 
tinued work every year, Bellingham will have a splendid field for 
baseball and other sports. 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF. At the end of 1945, the administration 
of Soldiers’ Relief was turned over to a new department in Belling- ~ 
ham, headed by a Director of Veterans’ Services. The latter depart-_ 
ment has broad jurisdiction over all matters concerning assistance and 
information for veterans. 


TOWN HALL. In accordance with instructions and recom- 
mendations of the State Department of Public Safety, numerous struc- 
tural changes were made in the Town Hall for the purpose of rein- 
forcing the building and correcting certain hazardous conditions. 


BRIDGES. Under the supervision of Highway Superintendent 
Paul Robidoux, extensive repairs were undertaken and completed 
on three important bridges: the bridge on Maple Street over the 
Charles River; the bridge on Wrentham Street over Peters River, 
and a bridge on Cross Street at Silver Lake. Also control over the 
North Main Street bridge at the Charles River and the railroad bridge 
on South Main Street was transferred to the State, with maintenance 
costs to be borne by the state. 


STREET LIGHTING. Extension of street lighting in numerous 
locations was authorized, and it is recommended that street lights be 
installed in other locations where the density of the population may 
warrant any such extension. 


SNOW REMOVAL. The numerous and heavy snow-storms 
of 1945 early exhausted the snow removal appropriation, and the 
Selectmen were compelled to declare emergencies at three different — 
times in November and December, authorizing the Superintendent of 
Streets to exceed the Snow Removal appropriation. The unforeseen 
and unexpected seriousness of the four storms in December created 
a substantial amount of unpaid bills which will have to be raised at 
the 1946 Annual Town Meeting. 


DEBT. For the first time since 1924, Bellingham in 1945 com- — 
pleted its fiscal year without any outstanding indebtedness incurred 
in anticipation of revenue. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE. With the termination of the war, civilian 
defense died a natural death, and no appropriation is requested in 
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1946 for that purpose. 


HIGHWAYS. The elimination of Scott’s Curve on South Main 

Street has been demanded by the State Department of Public Works 

as part of the new construction to be undertaken under Chapter 90. 

The total estimated sum to be spent on the project is $10,000, with 

the State contributing $5000, the County $2000, and the Town $3000. 

The necessity for the elimination of the most hazardous curve in Bell- 

; ingham is obvious, and the Board of Selectmen recommends the 
project. i 


EQUIPMENT. The town highway trucks, purchased in 1938, 
require constant and costly repairs, necessitating large expenditures 
out of the Machinery Account. With new trucks coming on the 
market, it is reeommended that the old trucks be. traded in for larger 
and more powerful trucks.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Bellingham for the period from May 
8, 1944, the date of the previous audit, to March 19, 1945, and re- 
port thereon as follows: : Si 


The records of financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town, or committing bills for 
collection, were examined, checked and verified by comparison with the 
reports and the records in the town accountant’s office. 


The accountant’s ledger was analyzed, .the appropriation accounts 
being checked to the town meeting records of appropriations and trans- 
fers voted. A balance sheet, showing the financial condition of the 
town on March 19, 1945, was prepared and is appended to this report 


D7 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared with the 
accountant’s ledger and with the records of the departments making 
payments to the treasurer, while the payments by the treasurer were 
checked with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of 
town funds. 


As was the case in previous audits, it was necessary, in order to 
reconcile the’ bank balance with the statement furnished by the bank 
of deposit, to compare the cancelled checks with the naar war- 
rants for the entire period covered by the audit. 


/ 


The adjusted cash balance on March 19, 1945, was verified by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the 
‘bank of deposit and by actual count of cash in the office. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
verified by comparison with the amounts falling due and with the can- 
celled securities on file. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
«cemetery trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined 
and listed, the income being proved and the disbursements being 
verified. 


; The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town 

were listed and the amounts transferred to the tax title account were 
verified. The tax titles as listed were compared with the records 
‘in the office of the Registry of Deeds. 


The surety bonds on hand were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked. The commitments of taxes. were examined and verified 
by comparison with the assessors’ warrants. The recorded collections 
‘were checked to the commitment books, the payments to the treas- 
“urer were compared with the treasurer’s books, the abatements were 
verified by comparison with the assessors’ records of abatements 
granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved with 
the accountant’s ledger accounts. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by sending notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
money to the town, and from the replies received it appears eon the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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The records of the selectmen and the town clerk as to licenses 
and permits granted were checked and the payments to the State 
and the town were verified. 


In addition to the departments mentioned, the books and accounts 
of the sealer of weights and measures and of the public welfare, 
library, and water departments were examined and checked, and the 
payments to the ete were verified. ; 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing reconciliation of the treasurers cash, summaries of 
the tax and departmental accounts, as well as a table showing the 
transactions and condition of the Settle des, trust fund in the custody 
of the treasurer. 


While engaged in making the audit, co-operation was received 
frem all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, I wish to express appreciation.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Division of Aid to Dependent Children 


During the year of 1945, the Bellingham Bureau of Aid to De- | 
pendent Children aided a maximum of 7 cases with 11 children in- 
volved. The expenditure per case was slightly higher, and the average 
case load per month was higher than in the previous year. In other | 
words the maximum number of cases was over a period of more months 
than in the year of 1944. This accounts for the slightly higher expen- 
ditures during 1945. This increase was offset partially by the in- . 
crease in both State and Federal Reimbursements due from 1945 


expenditures. Thus the net cost to the town increased from 1264.71 in 
1944 to 1339.56 in 1945.

In the coming year it is anticipated that the costs of the Department 
will be slightly higher than in the previous year, but the Department 
will not probably request an increased appropriation in view of the 
balance on hand at close of year. This estimate can be very seriously 
influenced by possible rush of veterans’ families to receive Aid to De- 


pendent Children benefits under the law. 


Annual Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


Division of Bureau of Old Age Assistance 


During the year of 1945 the Bellingham Bureau of Old Age Assist- 
ance aided a total of 108 cases. This is one case more than in 1944. 
One would naturally infer from the fact that the Board aided just one 
case more than a year ago that the costs would be very nearly the 
same as a year ago. There are several reasons for the increase over 
and above the expected figure. The reasons are listed as follows: 


1) There was a greater average monthly case load than a year ago 


2) There was an increase in the budgetary requircments of most 


of the cases as of the first of March 1945. This factor was the main 


cause for the increase. 


- 


3) More rest home cases than prior year was another factor in the 
increased costs 


4) Medical care was somewhat in excess of prior year. 


5) Indirect payments in which the Federal Government does not 
participate were somewhat higher.

The Bellingham Bureau of Old Age Assistance finds it extremely | 
difficult to predict the future course of Old Age Assistance payments. 
Effective the: first of January 1946 the Old Age Assistance law was 
liberalized. As a result of this change in the Old Age Assistance laws 
the Children’s contribution which have been of considerable saving _ 
to the Town in the past few years have been virtually eliminated. 
This has resulted in a very sharp increase in the average cost per 
case as of the first of January. This liberalization has also made for 
more people eligible for Old Age Assistance, and it is not possible to 
estimate the number of applicants that the Board may receive during 
the year. In addition the Local Board has received rumors that the 
Budgets on all cases is apt to be increased during the year. The State 
Department has notified that to be on the safe side, the Local Bureau 
should ask for an increase of 25 per cent over the 1945 appropriations. 
The only factor which has kept many cases off the Old Age Rolls in 
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the past year has been the high cost of living expenses. When the 
labor market eases some then the case load will increase very sharply. 
It is not possible at the present time to accurately forecast when this 
condition will exist. It is well to remember that any appropriation 
asked for at Annual Town Meeting may or may not be sufficient in 
view of the above possibilities. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


During the year of 1945 the Bellingham Board of Welfare aided 

- 26 cases with a total of 42 persons. The total expenditures of the De- 

partment in 1945 was 10,936.30. Out of this sum the Board spent 1714.85 

for cases out-of the Town. Leaving the sum of 9,221.45 spent on cases 

within the town. This compares very favorably with 11,841.76 spent 

for cases within the Town in 1944. This meant a reduction of nearly 
2600.00 in money spent on the case within the Town. 


A breakdown of the actual costs of the Department is as follows:

Among the cases aided were 12 State Cases and one out of Town 
case. The actual reimbursements received are as follows for 1945: 


State Government 4,665.08 
Other Towns 235.00 
Actual Reimbursements Received 4,900.08 


During the coming year it is not possible to forecast the cost of 
the Welfare to any degree of accuracy in view of the uncertainty of 
business conditions. The board feels that the Welfare Department 
should have more funds than in 1945 in view of present caseload which 
is higher than at the start of 1945. The possibilities of decreasing this 
load are not very good. The only hope for a concrete decrease in Wel- 
fare expenditures lies in the possibility of the State Legislature pass- 
ing a law which will make non-citizens eligible for Old Age Assistance.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Bellingham, Mass. 
January 17, 1946. 
To the School Committee of Bellingham 


Gentlemen: 


It is with pleasure that I submit for your consideration my third 
annual report as Superintendent of Schools of Bellingham. 


The past year has been one of the most eventful in history. Of 
the many events that have occurred, three are particularly outstanding; 
namely, the close of the war in Europe, the close of the war in the 
Pacific, and the use of the atomic bomb, which will lead to the de- 
velopment and use of atomic energy in the world of the future. 


Schools opened last September with the world at peace for the first 
time in four years. Peace-time adjustments have been and are still 
being made. Many difficult problems have arisen which will require 
the very careful consideration and co-operation of all. Rapid prog- 
ress has been made in the field of science. War-time necessity has led 
to vast improvements in industry and production. All of these devel- 
opments will have their effect upon the schools and upon education.. 
We now think of education as education in a Post-War World. The: 
schools must be prepared to change or modify their objectives when-- 
ever necessary. Education is a tremendous force, and is so recognized. 
by national and international leaders. A better educated citizénry’ 
will produce a better world in which to live. 


Very satisfactory progress has been made in the regular school. 
program of studies. Many new textbooks have been introduced. Teach- 
ing aids, seatwork, and workbooks have been used in the primary 
grades, as an aid in teaching reading. This has improved the reading” 
ability of the pupils in these grades and will gradually raise the read-: 
ing level in all grades. A new course of study in English has been. 
made and is in use in the elementary grades. The teachers and prin- 
cipals assisted in preparing this outline, and they deserve much credit: 
for its success, Other courses of study are being prepared. Standard- 


ized tests were given to all pupils early in the year. The results will — 


greatly assist in adapting the schedule of studies to fit the individual 
needs of the pupil. Greater interest has been shown by students in 
the high school activities. Athletics and physical education have been 
re-introduced, and this has helped to build up fine school spirit. Con- 
tinued emphasis has been placed on those fundamental skills, abilities, 
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‘and attitudes that will enable the students in our schools to go on in . 
life and make the best possible adjustments in the world of the future. 


For the past year, after the resignaion of Mr. Gellatly, we have 
‘been unable to get a music supervisor. We are now trying to obtain 
the services of someone to carry on the instruction in our schools of 
this very important phase of education. 


Many changes have occurred in the teaching staff during 1945. 
Thirty-seven different principals and teachers have served in the 
twenty-three positions. For a complete list of teachers, please refer 
‘to the “List of Teachers” near the beginning of the School Department 
- Report. Outstanding among the changes were the following: the resig- 
nation of Mr. Alfred Crowley, Principal of the North School, the 
- naming of Miss Clara Macy as Principal of the North School; the return 
of Mr. Edward F. Collins from military service and his re-instatement 
‘as Principal of the high school; the return from military service of 
Mr. James J. Keough and his re-instatement as teacher and coach at 
the high school. 


The teacher shortage was seriously felt for the first time. Many 
towns were paying more ($1400-$1500) for inexperienced teachers than 
we could afford. The scarcity, oddly enough. was in the grades. As 
the summer went on, it became impossible to get a grade teacher. 
Consequently, we opened school in September with five substitute 
teachers, all in the elementary grades. All, however, were expe- 
“rienced teachers and our school achievement has not suffered as a re- 
sult. As the present time, we are using four substitutes. It would 
‘seem that in the immediate future, the only way to secure and retain 
competent and able teachers would be to offer larger salaries that 
would attract and keep them and _be in line with what all other towns 
are doing. é 


It so happened that in grade eight at the North School, there were 
only going to be four pupils in September. After considerable study 
by the School Committee and Superintendent, it was decided to trans- 
fer these four pupils to grade eight at the high school. This left ten 
pupils who would have been in grade seven at the North School. It was 
finally agreed that these pupils be transferred to the Center School, 
and the Center grade eight pupils to the high school with the other 
eighth grade students. This plan has developed so that it is greatly 
advantageous to all pupils concerned. There is now only a seventh 
grade at the Center School where previously there had been two 
grades. All of the eighth-grade pupils are in the High School build- 
ing, where their advantages are far superior than they would be were 
they in three separate schools. . 
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Many important and necessary repairs have been made on the 
school buildings. The South School has new side walls, a new roof, 
and has been painted throughout the inside, and outside. It also 
has new window shades on three sides of the building, rebuilt cement 
walks, and many other improvements. This school is in excellent shape, 
except for the heating system, on which quite a few repairs have had 
to be made. The school needs a modern central heating system to 
replace the five separate and inefficient heating units now in use. 


# 

The outside trimmings of the high school have been painted, giving: 
the building a much better appearance as well as protection. Cracks 
in the cement work under windows have been filled, and steps repaired 
where necessary. A new wainscoting has been put around the audito- 


rium, and the under-stage doors put into good working condition. A 


new emergency lighting unit has been installed in the High School 
building to comply with the demand of the State Department for 
public safety. This had to be done before the department would 
certify the building. If for any reason whatever the present lighting 
system should fail when the auditorium is in use evenings, the aux- 
Sliary lighting unit would go on. 


The North School has one new classroom ceiling and one which. 


has been patched. The two porch entrances were in very bad condi- — 
tion and have been rebuilt so that they are now in excellent shape. The — 


classroom windows have all been tightened. 


The Center School has had desks rebuilt and improved, some paint 
work, and other minor repairs. 


The outstanding repair need at present is a new heating system 
in the South School. The High School auditorium and some classrooms: 
should be re-decorated. Several classrooms at the North and Center 


Schools should also be painted. According to the State Department — 


of Public Safety, smoke screens must be installed in the first and sec-: 
ond floor corridors at the North and Center Schools. These must be 


put in before certificates of inspection will be issued. These two 
schools now have temporary certificates which expire at the end of: 


ninety days. 


In conclusion, I wish to express to you my sincere thanks for your : 


excellent co-operation during the year. I also wish to express my 


appreciation for the efforts of the school principals, teachers, towns 
people, parents, friends, pupils, and all who have helped Heh the 


school year so successful.

Dear Mr. Rowe: 


I herewith submit by fourth annual report as Principal of Belling-- 
ham High School. 


The enrollment for the year as of October 1, 1945, was 118. The 
summary shows that there were 23 Seniors, 34 Juniors, 31 Sophomores, 
30 Freshmen. 


The decrease in enrollment in the freshman and sophomore grades 
is alarming. In these grades the students have not reached Selective 
Service age. Consequently, they are leaving school to secure employ- 
ment. Naturally, I do not agree with this practice and I urge all 
parents to discourage this sort of thing as the children should, at least,. 
have the benefit of a high school education. Many of these students 
drop out before reaching our eighth grade. 


The attendance record for the year was as follows: Average daily 
attendance—109.05; per cent of attendance—94.1. 


The entire eighth grade of the town is now housed in the high 
school. On October 1, 1945, the enrollment in this grade was 37. In- 
struction in the eighth grade is given by members of the high school. 
faculty. 


Three new teachers have been added to the teaching staff. Miss 
Lottie Wanagel of Jewett City, Conn., a graduate of Colby College. 
Miss Stasia P. Kaczor of Woonsocket, R. I., a graduate of: R. I. State 
College. Miss Joan Silverson of Wrentham, Mass., a graduate of Em- 
manuel College. 


The program of studies remains unchanged except for the intro- 
duction as, part of the curriculum, of psychology and speech. 


The “Epilogue” will be published again by the class of 1946 under 
_ the supervision of the new class advisor. Miss M. Louise Ballou. As 
usual, we ask for our advertising staff, a kind reception from the 
business and professional men of the vicinity and from the alumni, 
and we wish to thank them for their co-operation in the past. 
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Graduation exercises were held on Thursday, June 14, 1945. We ~ 
graduated a class of 24.members—17 girls and 7 boys. According to 
our present plans, the graduation exercises in 1946 will take place on 
Thursday evening, June 20. 


At present we are rehearsing a one act play to be presented for 
the benefit of the P. T. A. This coming spring we hope to produce 
somt type of musical show. We have made arrangements with station 
WBZ in Boston to have Bellingham High School represented on their 
New England Junior Town Meeting of the Air program. Our repre- 
sentatives who will participate in the forum discussion will be Mr. Mar- 
shall Cowen of the class of 1946. 


Our baseball team under the tutelage of Mr. Harold Granger, also 
acting principal at the time, had a very successful season. The basket- 
ball team has been taken over by its former coach, Mr; James J. 
Keough, and seems to be headed for a fairly good season. The grammar 
grade in the high school is allowed the use of the gymnasium facili- 

- ties and a basketball team sponsored by the C. Y. O. is in the making. 


Mr. A. Russell Mack, state supervisor of secondary education, has 
again approved our high school in class A for the current school year. 


In the second semester of this year we plan to reorganize our 
club activities with each teacher sponsoring a club and meeting once 
a month. 


To the people of the Town of Bellingham, the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation, the Grange, and the American Legion, we wish to express 
-our thanks for the fine support given the school this year. 


In conclusion, I wish to express to you our appreciation for your 
very co-operative supervision and ask you to convey to the members 
“of the school committee our thanks for their help in ase LE: this a 
very successful year.

BELLINGHAM SCHOOL NURSES’ REPORT FOR 1945 
To Mr. Percy L. Rowe 
Superintendent of Schools: 


I herewith submit the annual report of school nursing in Belling- 
ham for the year ending December 31, 1945. 


The schools were visited once a week when in session. 


A regular schedule was carried out when possible on Monday 
afternoons at North School, Wednesday afternoons at Center School, 
and Friday at High School and South School. 


In January, February and March, there were numerous cases of 
Mumps, Chickenpox, and Whooping cough among the school chil- 
dren. In May, we had a few cases of Scarlet fever, but there were no 
real sick cases or complications. 


In April and May, the annual Toxoid Clinic was in session 


The details of this clinic will be given by Dr. Bageae oe! in his 
report elsewhere. : 


In May Me June, 345 pupils were given a hearing test watt an 
audiometer loaned by the State Department of Health. 


Sixteen of those who were re-tested were found with ear EN 
hearing. 


Throughout the summer months numerous home visits were made 
for the correction of defects and looking up children who were to 
enter school for.the first time in September. 
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Many defects among the children were corrected following these 
visits. : 


In the fall, the nurse assisted Dr. Schenker, the school doctor, with 
the annual physical examinations of school pupils.
